Their stablemate, Saldan, owned 
and ridden by 15 year old Flora Van 
Sciver, took the reserve hunter title 
behind Miss Helen Jones’ Clifton's 
Lad who made a repeat of his win 
last week at Montclair. These two 
horses were nip and tuck through- 
out the show, coming into the prelim- 
inary with 10 points each, which 
class the Coq Gaulois gelding won 
over Saldan. After the heavy rain on 
Friday, the course was fairly gooey 
and Clifton’s Lad didn’t like the 
going, refusing twice on Saturday, 
thus placing behind Saldan in three 
classes However these were work- 
ing classes for which there was no 
championship, and on Sunday the 
grey got going to win a blue, yellow 
and white against Saldan's two Ists. 

The Van Sciver family are quite 
unique and their riding career is 
quite a story. Mr. Van Sciver de- 
voted all free time from his business 
in Camden, where he is a designer, 
to golfing up until a few years ago, 
when Flora got him interested enou- 
gh to try riding. From then on, he’s 
loved it and now hunts regularly 
with Mr. Newbold Ely’s Hounds, goes 
around to a few shows, makes his 
own horses, and certainly gets more 
then his share of the trophies. (Be- 
tween the two of them, they won 26 
ribbons at this small 2 day show). 
Memories of his many travels for his 
artistic business, prompted him to 
name his 5-vear-old Jerez, after the 
little town in Spain so well known 
for its horse fair and races. Until 
the National, which will be his next 
show, Mr. Van Sciver will devote 
himself to hunting.

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four) was receiving no concession;

This, however, explains only in 
part the difference in outcome of the 
two events. 

Manifestly Fenelon was a much 
better colt in the Handicap than in 
the Cup. 

As for Market Wise, he ran to his 
Cup form in the Handicap, for he 
was beaten but an open length in 
record time. As will be recalled, in 
the Cup he nosed out Whirlaway, 
also in new record time for the 2 
miles. 

Fenelon has been an uneven per- 
former this year, but when at his 
best a magnificent one. He was ex- 
pected to be on his form in 1940. 

As for Market Wise, he is one of 
the surprise horses of 1941. 

This is particularly interesting— 
or should be—to readers of THE 
CHRONICLE, as he is a_ Virginia- 
bred colt. 

When the late Admiral Cary T. 
Grayson of Washington, D. C., died 
in February, 1938, among the mares 
in his stud, in the Piedmont section, 
then with foal, was On Hand, by 
On Watch, who had been mated the 
previous spring with Broker’s Tip, 
the Kentucky Derby winner of 1933. 


The produce, foaled a few weeks 
afterward, was Market Wise. 
As for Fenelon, it seems scarce 


necessary to state that he was bred 
by Mr. Woodward, who is part owner 
of his sire, Sir Gallahad HI, and 
was foaled at the Claiborne Stud of 
Mr. A. B. Hancock, at Paris, Ky., 
where Mr. Woodward's breeding 
stock make their home. 

His dam is the French-bred mare 
Filante, by Sardanapale—and as Sir 
Gallahad III was also bred in France, 
Fenelon (who carries the name of 
the celebrated French author and 
churchman, of the 18th century) is 
pure Gallic in his near anéeeaedents. 

Through his performances this 
season, Filante has joined the very 
small list of matrons that have pro- 
duced two winners of $100,000 each. 

Her first, Gaffsman, by Jim Gaf- 
fney, credited with $104,633, was 
foaled as far back as 1923, when 
Filante was 7-years-old. As for Fene- 
lon, whose present credit is $162,- 
795, she was no less than’ twenty- 
two when she produced him. 

It is a somewhat remarkable fact 
that while Sir Gallahad III has made 
the most successful career of any 
Stallion imported in the last quarter- 
century, and has led the American 
sires no less than four times (1930- 
1933-1934-1940), it has been through 
the matings with him made by Mr. 
Woodward that his greatest fame 
has come; they having produced, 
among others, Gallant Fox, Fighting 
Fox, Foxbrough, Laura Gal (dam ot 
Challedon) and La France (dam of 
Johnstown), beside numberous oth- 
ers only less notable. 
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ond and third, respectively and had

built him up to a real history in the 
jumper division of westen New 
York’s many horse shows. He was 
sold to Frederick K. von Lambeck 
who changed his name to King of 
Sports under which name he _ con. 
tinued his streak of winnings. From 


von lLambeck’s ownership “The 
King’’ which familiar name was 
given him in _ association with 


Queen of Sports went to the owner- 
ship of George Kellogg, to Russell 
W. Sondheim, and then to his pre- 
sent ownership. 

In the open jumping event with 
Ard Clu, the winner, the second went 
to Frederick K. von lLambeck’s 
Sporting Mist, which I believe to be 
a daughter of Brumado (is that 
right, Mr. von Lambeck?) and 
third to Judge; while the limit jump- 
er class went to von Lambeck’s son

before.

Unquestionably saddle 
horses are pbeautiful—and useless— 
but it seems, also, beyond question 
that the man or woman who will get 
up at four in the morning and chase 
a fox for three or four hours or more 
over all kinds of going, in scowling 
or smiling weather, and return home 
without a kill, slapping every one 
on the back and saying, ‘‘We had a 
swell ride’, seems a better sport and 
too big in the heart to cry over the 
color of a bit of silk ribbon and the 
fact that somebody else won a five 
dollar tin cup!

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Notes From 
Great Britain 


Departure Of Coaches From 
English Scene First Spelled 
End of Aristocracy 


BY J. FAIRFAX-BLAKEBOROUGH 


There are still country houses 
which have their ‘‘coach-houses”’, A 
few of them even yet contain Victor- 
jas, landaus, and the other family 
carriages. Few (very few) of these 
ever see the light of day. They are 
musty, dusty, forgotten relics of a 
more leisurely and picturesque age. 
The tarnished harness may hang in 
the saddleroom, but there are no 
horses either in the stable, park or 
paddock on which to put it, and if 
the old family coachman is alive, he 
is a pensioner, as out of date as the 
vehicles in which he proudly drove 
those at The Hall to take their air- 
ings, to call on neighbouring great 
of the earth, or to shop in the little 
market town. In those days gentle- 
folk travelled as gentlefolk, and 
their emblazoned carriages and their 
horses were known to all and sundry 


over a wide area. Before and since 
the last war, however, coach-houses 
were transformed into garages, and 
one by one the old family vehicles 
were sold; some as “‘scrap’’ to haw- 
kers; some to ‘funeral furnishers”’, 
or cabproprietors. Now even the 
dead are hurried by car to their last 
resting place, and everywhere taxis 
have taken the place of cabs. Thus, 
those who out of sentiment, or ‘‘wait 
and see’ policy, retained their cost- 
ly carriages, now find they are a 
drug in the market Recently they 
have had a clearance out at Wyn- 
vard Park, All the “equipages” which 
once formed such an imposing pro- 
cession, with outriders complete, 
when the late Marquess of London- 
derry’s house parties were driven in 
state and ceremony to Stockton Rac- 
es, have been sold as ‘“‘scrap’’. The 
buyer says he intends to keep them 
until peace is declared so that they 
may once more take part in a proces- 
ion. This will probably be “‘positive- 
y their last appearance.’’ Am [I not 
right that those of us who lived in 
he pre-motor age knew rural Eng- 
land at its happiest and best? 
Buying different types of carriag- 
es for use on varying occasions was 
a matter for no less thought, care 
and outlay than is choosing cars for 
different members of country house 
families today.

don, £163 for a new chaise, and to 
Handeock, a London horse dealer, 
£147 for a pair of horses to draw it. 
The following year a gig and har- 
ness cost him £138. These were the 
least expensive type of vehicles 
which occupied a place in the cap- 
acious carriage houses. The coach in 
which the family drove on state oc- 
casions cost more than three times 
the amount of a gig. It is said that 
when the Duke of Wellington first 
saw a railway train in motion he re- 
marked ‘‘That is the end of the Eng- 
lish aristocracy’’. What would he 
have said with regard to the motor 
which has had a still greater revol- 
utionary effect upon rural England, 
albeit on the prestige of those who, 
‘being gentry travelled as gentry”. 

Some of us have always been a 
little sceptical about the stories of 
foxes killing cats. Last year, how- 
ever, near Hexham, a fox was seen 
by a credible witness to jump over a 
wall, spring on to a poaching cat, 
kill it, and carry it off. There was 
no gainsaying ocular evidence like 
that! IT remember the late Maj. Ed 
Lascelles telling me in 1929, of a 
Bramham Moor fox killing a pet cat 
near Wetherby. Dr. Wilson, of Panal, 
found the remains of that unfor- 
tunate tabby outside a drain a hun- 
dred yards from the eat’s former 
home. There was a litter of cubs in 
the drain. ast week I was on a farm 
situated near a covert in the Bur- 
worth country. According to the 
farmer they are not only ‘wick with 
foxes’’, but, in view of the fact that 
they have not a rabbit on the place, 
these foxes have become impertinent 
in their boldness and have been seen 
in broad daylight to snatch up a 
fowl near the house, Moreover, one 
by one the pet and buildings eats 
have been carried off, and their re- 
mains have been found in the near- 
by covert. Where certain areas have 
been cleared of rabbits the _ local 
foxes are hard put to it, especially in 
the Spring, when vixens have litters 
to feed. It is probable that foxes do 
not range as far afield for food as 
they used to do hefore villadom en- 
croached on rural districts. Rats, 
mice, beetles and smal! birds form 
part of their diet but these do not 
uffice when there are young to feed, 
0 that foxes are oecasionally driven 
by sheer hunger to deviate from 
their normal time and method of 
hunting. 


In his book “The Fox’’, the late 
Mr. T. F. Dale suggests that there 
is nothing uncommon about foxes 
attacking cats. Indeed he says “I 
think it is not generally known how 
Thera 
no doubt the fox does hunt and 


partial the fox is to cats 


destrov the domestic cat, and it is 
possible that foxes may be of some 
service in keeping down the half- 
wild cats noted for their destruction 
in game-coverts” ‘ 
Continuing to speak about foxes 
most of us can recall the time when, 
in many districts, vulpecide was 
looked upon as almost as great a 
crime as homecide. I know that there 
ire many yet who could not bring 
themselves to shoot, trap, or poison 
a fox even in these altered times 
when the status of the aristocrat of 
the woodlands has been so much res 
duced. What I am coming to is my 
»mi-amusement, semi-surprise (may- 
be admiration) for a 
Cumberland whose plea in defence

If a horse should give evidence of 
his ability to break Heatherbloom’s record, all well and good An Official 
trial should be given him but jumping in knock down and outs over 6 teet 
does not prove anything but the quickest way to ruin a good open horse 


If further variety is needed for the audiences in the open divisions let 


faults be marked both for jumping and for breaking a gait between fences 


or on the turns. This would make for added interest, both for exhibitors
